GOVERNMENT SAYS 
WAR TO CONTINUE 


Henday e, France (At the Span­ 
ish Frontier), Jan. 26 (ZP) — The 
insu rg ent command annou nced 
that its armies beg an at noon 
today their u nresisted occu pa­ 
tion of Barcelona, g reatest prize 
of Generalissimo Francisco Fran­ 
co’s followers since the war be­ 
g an two and a half y ears ag o. 
Dispatches 
from 
insu rg ent 
field headq u arters said the le­ 
g ions which y esterday su rrou nd­ 
ed the capital of g ov ernment 
Spain and penetrated its su b­ 
u rbs had marched into and 
throu g h the palm-lined streets 
of the city proper. 
The g reat metropolis, with a 
wartime popu lation of more than 
1,5 00,000, was reported to hav e 
fallen at the last with no seri­ 
ou s fig hting . 
It was the climax of a knock­ 
ou t offensiv e lau nched Dec. 23 
by the insu rg ent armies from 
lines rou g hly 8 0 miles west of 
the city . 
Three picked colu mns of troops 
which hav e seen some of the 
most sav ag e fig hting of the war 
with Moroccan leg ionnaires, 
the Nav arrese army corps and an 
Italian “arrow” div ision — were 
g iv en the honor of leading the 
entry into Barcelona. 
Two of its major strong holds, 
the g ray stone fortress of Mont- 
ju ich on coastal heig hts in* the 
sou thern q u arter of the city and 
the bare steep 1,7 45 -foot peak of 
Tibidabo, rising on the western 
ou tskirts, fell before the entry 
beg an. 
Insu rg ent adv ices said that 
Montju ich and Tibidabo, where 
a United States consu lar office 
had been situ ated, were taken 
after a brief attack. It was indi­ 
cated there was only slig ht re­ 
sistance at these points. 
Their fall was the sig nal for

France Calls Troops 


Paris, Jan. 26 (ZP)—The French 
g ov ernment, 
facing 
possibility 
:hat new international complica­ 
tions may arise if the insu rg ents 
win the Spanish war, today or­ 
dered 8 0,000 men u p for military 
serv ice 
in 
April—six 
months 
ahead of schedu le. 
The war ministry order calls 
u p fou r div isions of men who 
normally wou ld start training in 
October. 
The conscripts are the “war 
babies” born in Nov ember, 1918 , 
plu s a small nu mber of special­ 
ists—doctors, dentists and stu ­ 
dents whose military serv ice had 
been postponed prev iou sly for 
professional reasons. 
Consideration is being g iv en to 
another measu re to compel for­ 
eig ners u nder 30 liv ing in France 
to serv e in the army .

REPORTED WRECKED 


Santiag o, Chile, Jan. 26 (A3)— 
First g ov ernment reports today 
g av e more than 4,000 dead and 
the total may g o abov e 12,000 in 
the earthq u ake th a t spread ru in 
and terror throu g h central Chile 
Tu esday nig ht. 
The g ov ernment commu niq u e 
was the first official tabu lation 
of the death and damag e and it 
was far from complete. Estimates 
of 12,000 dead came from av ia­ 
tors who flew ov er the reg ions 
hardest hit, 25 0 miles sou th of 
Santiag o in the heart of the ag ­ 
ricu ltu ral belt, from refu g ees who 
came ou t by air and from am a­ 
teu r radio operators. 
The 
commu niq u e 
confirmed 
th at the ancient city of Chilian, 
associated with early Chilean 
history , 
was 
destroy ed. 
More 
than 300 were killed in a theatre 
collapse and the total dead there 
was pu t a t between 3,000 and 4,- 
000. The popu lation is 40,000. 
“Six ty per cent” of Concepcion 
—known to tou rists as the city of 
the perfu med plaza becau se of its 
beau tifu l Linden trees—was de­ 
stroy ed. The commu niq u e g av e 
no estimate of dead among the 
popu lation of 77,000 bu t av iators 
and a m anu factu rer who flew 
ou t ag reed th at 2,000 was a likely 
fig u re. 
Talcs, with a popu lation of 
65 ;60B and known as one n f'th e 
prou dest cities in Sou th Ameri­ 
ca, su ffered heav y damag e bu t 
only fiv e dead were listed there. 
From more than a score of 
towns came reports of dead, of 
homes and jails th at collapsed, 
of fire, of lack of water and lig ht, 
and of food shortag e. 
The q u ake was felt throu g h a 
45 0-mile strip from Valparaiso, 
north of Santiag o, sou th along 
the coast.

One, approved 61 to 33, would 
authorize the State Health Board 
to buy and distribute pneumonia, 
diphtheria, smallpox and typhoid 
serums to the needy without 
charge. 
Six bills introduced in the sen­ 
ate, one to keep the state or any 
political subdivision from adopt­ 
ing daylight saving time.

‘I love him, and you love him, 
but I want the old fellow to come 
home. He has been wandering 
over the face of the earth, try­ 
ing to police the earth. 
“My heavens! 
When Uncle 
Sam gets back here and finds 
12,000,000 of his nieces and his 
nephews out of work, what is he 
going to do?”

Reynolds, proud of his trim, 
athletic figure at 54, bowed with 
studied elegance and flowery 
courtesy at each smiling inter­ 
ruption from his colleagues.

Of the right of the United States to constru ct 
a major nav al and airp lane base on the Island 
of Gu am there is no q u estion. Gu am lies in the 
Western Pacific, some 1,5 00 miles from Jap an, 
which, as d istances go in th at sea, is close. Meas­ 
u red accord ing to the sp eed and cru ising rad iu s 
of mod ern airp lanes, the d istance can De re­ 
gard ed as almost negligible. There is no d ou bt 
th a t creation of su ch a base wou ld be regard ed , 
from the Jap anese v iewpoint, as a p rov ocativ e 
act. 
Yet ou r right to d o so is clear. When Jap an 
consented to the 5 -5 -3 ratio at Washington rn 
1921 it was on the u nd erstand ing th at the statu s 
q u o with regard to fortifications and nav al bases 
in the Pacific area wou ld be maintained . The 
United States agreed to bu ild no new fortifica­ 
tions or nav al base west of Hawaii. The stip u ­ 
lations ap p lied also to certain Jap anese insu lar 
possessions. 
The Jap anese island s named d id not inclu d e 
the former German possessions in the Pacific 
m and ated to Jap an u nd er the Leagu e of Na­ 
tions, the terms of which mand ate p rohibit the 
erection of fortifications or nav al bases. Whether 
Jap an has v iolated this p rov ision is a su bject of 
sp ecu lation. 
When Jap an d enou nced the nav al treaties, 
th is left u s free to p roceed to the fortification 
of the Philip p ines, Gu am or other Pacific p os­ 
sessions, as well as the Aleu tian Island s. 
Ou r 
non- fortification pled ge rested u p on the stabil­ 
ization of the p olitical situ ation in the Pacific. 
Th at 
situ ation 
has 
u nd ergone 
p rofou nd 
change. Jap an has seized Manchu ria, conq u ered 
a large p ortion of China, v iolated the Nine Pow­ 
er Pact, infringed u p on foreign rights and in­ 
terests in th at area, shu t the Open Door and 
p roclaimed herself the mistress of Eastern Asia. 
She is also free to bu ild whatev er size fleet she 
pleases. 
For the United States to erect fortifications at 
Gu am wou ld serv e, in some d egree, to red ress 
the balance. Whether it wou ld be wise to d o so 
is another matter. The Nav al Board wants to go 
ahead , bu t Presid ent Roosev elt hesitates. He is 
rep orted as willing to d eep en the harbor lor 
“commercial” p u rp oses, bu t not to go fu rther. 
The d ecision is p olitical in the largest inter­ 


national sense of th at word . Fortification of 
Gu am will irritate ancf affront Jap an; it will 
introd u ce a negativ e influ ence into Jap anese- 
American relationship s. It will, in short, be an 
act of p rov ocation. 
lf the Presid ent and Congress d ecid e to go 
ahead with the p roject, it shou ld be clearly 
u nd erstood th at the d ecision is not reached on 
the technical recommend ation of nav al strat­ 
egists, bu t on the broad hazard th at Gu am forti­ 
fied will either affront Jap an or, as some think, 
ind u ce her at long last to reason with u s.

He 
is entitled to tne p resu mp tion of innocence u n­ 
til the ju ry has retu rned its v erd ict. A great 
many people for whom he has p rov id ed p leas­ 
ant hou rs will hate to believ e th at an enter­ 
tainer who earns $12,000 a week is basically 
something in the natu re of a cheap chiseler. 
Howev er, all others inv olv ed in the same case 
hav e entered p leas of gu ilty , and it is possible to 
comment on their cond u ct withou t the d anger 
of the 
inju stice or p re-ju d gment. The p rinci­ 
p als in this smu ggling scand al are all p ersons 
of wealth, financially able to bu y jewels and 
gowns in great p rofu sion. And they hav e come 
by their abu nd ance of means rath er easily . Yet, 
they hav e not hesitated to d efrau d the Gov ern­ 
ment ou t of a few hu nd red d ollars. 
In the mind s of most citizens, of cou rse, the 
‘ Gov ernment” is an abstract, intangible thing, 
rath er d ifficu lt, for this reason, to offend or 
inju re. 
Bu t actu ally the Gov ernment is the 
people, 130,000,000 men and women, most of 
whom stru ggle d esp erately to weather the storms 
of life, to p ay their way and help maintain these 
institu tions th at are essential to enlightment, 
secu rity , ord er and a reasonably comfortable 
life. 
The smu gglers, the relief chiselers and the as­ 
sorted other crooks, are, accord ingly , enemies of 
the masses of the people. It is alway s a p leas­ 
u re and a sou rce of d eep satisfaction when they 
are trip p ed u p.
